Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Jones-Roberts,  and  Gentlemen, — 


I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
County  of  Merioneth  for  1949. 

After  more  or  less  a steady  increase  in  the  birth  rate  during  the 
last  ten  years  it  showed  a decrease  for  the  year  1949,  being  16.66 
as  compared  with  a rate  of  16.7  for  England  and  Wales.  The  death 
rate^has  been  decreasing  for  the  past  four  years  and  the  rate  of 
14.37  is  the  lowest  since  1914.  The  death  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  11.7  per  1,000. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  from  the  Vital  Statistics  that  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  again  reached  a new  low  record  of  32.45.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  32.0.  For  the 
second  year  in  succession  there  was  no  maternal  death.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.82  per  1,000  births.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  39%  of  the  births  took  place  outside 
the  County  and  that  71.6%  of  the  total  births  took  place  in 
institutions.  The  average  percentage  of  the  births  which  took 
place  outside  the  County  for  the  previous  five  years  was  29. 

■ ? percentage  of  the  total  births  which  took  j)la.ce  in  institutions 
in  1938,  the  year  preceding  the  war,  was  23.3. 

There  were  33  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  27  respiratory  and  6 
non-respiratory,  being  an  increase  in  deaths  in  non-respiratory 
ana  a decrease  in  respiratory  cases. 

Apart  from  tuberculosis  the  most  fatal  infectious  disease  was 
nnuenza,  which  accounted  for  20  deaths.  Three  deaths  were  due 
o vhoopmg  cough,  while  there  were  no  deaths  from  scarlet 
Iever,  measles  or  diphtheria.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities  : 

Free  laboratory  services  were  available  at  the  Aberystwyth 
and  Conway  Laboratories.  The  transport  of  specimens  to  the 
Laboratories  was,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  but  it  was  felt  that 
the  transport  of  some  specimens,  particularly  those  of  milk  samples, 
which  had  to  be  delivered  at  the  Laboratory  by  a certain  time,  was 
difficult  and  costly. 


Ambulance  : 

The  Ambulance  Service  established  for  carrying  out  the 
requirements  of  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  was  continued. 

The  Council-owned  ambulances  were  stationed  at  Corwen, 
Blaenau  Ffestiniog,  Dolgelley,  and  Towyn,  one  at  each  station 
except  at  Dolgelley,  where  there  were  three  vehicles,  two  of  which 
were  light  ambulances  often  used  for  conveying  “ sitting  cases.” 

Arrangements  were  made  with  a local  Committee  for  con- 
tinuing the  service  of  an  ambulance  at  Penrhyndeudraeth  which 
was  owned  by  a local  voluntary  Committee.  Similarly,  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  the  Red  Cross  at  Barmouth  and  St.  John’s 
at  Machynlleth,  the  latter  by  arrangement  with  the  Montgomery- 
shire County  Council. 

Arrangements  for  mutual  assistance  were  made  with  neigh- 
bouring Authorities  and  the  Liverpool  and  Chester  Corporations. 

In  addition  financial  arrangements  were  made  with  private 
garages  and  hiring  agencies  throughout  the  County  for  the  hire 
of  cars  at  a flat  rate  of  9d.  per  mile. 

All  requests  for  vehicles  were  made  by  General  Practitioners, 
Nurses,  Authorised  Officers  and  Hospitals,  except  in  emergencies 
where  Police  and  Fire  Service  Officers  had  power  to  call  for  vehicles 
and  the  public  in  road  or  ’similar  accidents.  Each  request  for  a 
vehicle  was  confirmed  by  the  person  calling  upon  its  services, 
by  a signed  form. 
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The  question  of  Central  Control  will  be  considered  during  the 
coming  year  as  at  present  all  requests  for  vehicles  are  made  direct 
to  the  nearest  ambulance  station. 

It  appears  at  first  that  approximately  one  in  nine  of  the  total 
population  of  this  County  has  been  conveyed  by  this  Service. 
In  numerous  cases,  however,  the  same  individual  has  been  con- 
veyed several  times  to  and  from  Hospitals  or  clinics.  It  must 
be  borne  in  mind,  also,  that  those  conveyed  by  this  Service  are 
those  unable  to  travel  by  public  transpoit. 

The  question  of  establishing  a Central  Repair  Depot  for  all 
County  vehicles  is  to  be  considered  at  a future  date.

! These  services  were  continued  by  Nurses  allocated  to  each 
istrict.  Due  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  County  it  was  con- 
■dered  more  practical  and  economical  for  each  individual  Nurse 
p carry  out  all  these  services  in  the  area  allotted  to  her.  Con- 
sderation  was  given  to  serve  each  area  with  individual  Nurses 
-or  each  separate  service,  but  the  resulting  areas  to  be  covered 
y each  Nurse  would  be  so  large  that  the  greater  part  of  their  time 
j'ould  be  taken  up  in  travelling.  Also  by  the  present  arrange- 
ments fewer  persons  visit  individual  homes.

At  the  same  time  the  work  of  home  nursing  has  increased  as- 
several  cases  which  might  have  been  nursed  in  Hospitals  if  beds 
had  been  available,  had  to  be  nursed  at  home 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  each  Nurse  to  be  trained  so 
as  to  be  qualified  in  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting  and  District 
Nursing.  Grants  for  these  purposes  have  been  allowed  by  the 
Council.

Hospitals  for  Infectious  Cases  : 

Most  infectious  cases  from  this  County  were  admitted  ta 
Isolation  Hospitals  at  Caernarvon,  Wrexham  and  Aberystwyth! 
This  County  is  divided  into  three  areas  each  of  which  is  servec 
by  one  of  three  different  Hospital  Management  Committees 
There  was  no  difficulty  in  admitting  any  infectious  case  during 
the  year. 


Venereal  Diseases  : 

Treatment  of  these  diseases  is  now  undertaken  by  Officer 
of  the  Hospital  Service.  Clinics  were  held  at  Blaenau  Ffestinioi 
and  Dolgelley  Hospitals. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Housing  : 

Each  Sanitary  Authority  made  some  progress  with  their 
housing  scheme,  but  many  more  houses  are  urgently  required 
especially  in  some  of  the  Districts.  Several  families  have  to  share 
houses,  while  several  others  live  in  houses  which  are  far  from 
being  satisfactory,  and  possibly  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

Thus  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Ffestiniog  Urban  District 

• Council  states  in  his  annual  report  that  220  houses  should  be 

* erected  to  provide  for  re-housing  from  proposed  clearance  areas 
1 an^  individual  unfit-houses,  and  to  abate  overcrowding.  Three 
i Council  houses  were  completed  and  lay-out  plans  completed 
tfor  12  houses,  according  to  his  report.

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SOCIAL  WELFARE 

The  care  of  neglected  children  was  undertaken  by  the  Child- 
ren’s Department. 

Similarly  the  after-care  of  the  aged,  of  the  blind  and  of  handi- 
capped persons  was  undertaken  by  the  Welfare  Department. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  County  Medical  Department  for 
removal  of  persons  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948. 


MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  monthly  clinics  held  at  Dolgelley  were  continued.  A 
Psychiatrist,  a Psychologist,  and  a Psychiatric  Social  Worker 
attended  the  clinics  by  arrangements  with  the  North  Wales  Mental 
Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Mental  Defectives  on  licence  were  visited  periodical^  by 
Health  Visitors  as  well  as  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker.  No 
arrangements  have  been  made  by  this  Authority  for  the  training 
of  Mental  Health  Workers. 

Cases  examined  were  those  referred  by  General  Practitioners  > 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  School  Medical  Officers. 

During  the  year  18  new  adult  cases  and  4 old  adult  cases  wero 
seen  at  the  Dolgelley  Clinic. 


In  addition  17  new  cases  of  school  children  were  seen  at  this 
clinic  and  there  were  16  attendances  of  old  cases. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  Denbigh  Hospital  for 
Nervous  and  Mental  Disorders  were  44  voluntary  and  1 7 on 
reception  orders.  There  were  45  discharges  and  11  deaths.
